School : Transportation 


Superintendent of Schools Robert 
Taylor has presented to the various 
school committees of Union No. 
23 a summary of transportation 
statistics for the school year, 1947- 
1948. 

In his report concerning the 
Northfield Public Schools, Mr. 
Yaylor states chat 6 vehicles car 
rying 172 pupils are now covering 
10 routes per day. The daily mi- 
leage is 198. The average cost per 
vehicle ‘mile is 24 cents, and the 
cost per pupil per day is 25 cents. 
The annual cost is estimated at 
$8,380, of which $7,300 will be 
state reimbursed. The cost per pu- 
pil per year is $48.80. 

The above figures do not include 
the special transportation for first 
grade pupils from September-De- 
cember 1, which in 1947 cost the 
town $504.

his admirers here for news of his 
luntimely death. 


Dr. James rae McConaughy 


Although he was born in New 
York City October 21, 1887, Dr. 
McConaughy came to Northfield 
lat the age of three. His father who 
had been engaged in Y.M.C.A. 
work had joined the faculty of 
Mt. Hermon School as head of the 
Bible department and during the 
first year, while a house was be- 
ing built for the family, they lived 
in the Homestead. 

The elder McConaughy was an 
ardent admirer of D. L. Moody 
and was instrumental in establish- 
ling, in conjunction with the 
Founder, the great religious tra- 
| dition which has ever since activa- 
ted Mt. Hermon. It was in this 
atmosphere that the future educa- 
tor and governor grew up. 

Speaker at a Founder’s Day ser- 
vice a few years ago, Gov. Mc- 
Conaughy jokingly said, “My 
claim to fame is that it took me 
longer to graduate from Mt. Her- 
mon than anybody else in the 
school.” He referred to the fact 
that all his elementary and second- 
ary education was received in the 
school from which he was gradu-" 
ated in 1905. 

After graduating from Yale in 
1909, he was granted the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy by Colum- 
bia in 1913. Following thac he 
filled several college teaching and 
administrative positions and: finally 
became president of Knox College 
in 1918 and then of Wesleyan Uni- 
versity in 1925. 

He was Lt. Governor of Con- 
necticut during 1939 and 1940 
and during the war served in se- 
veral important posts including 
that of president of United China 
Relief. He was elected governor in 
1947. 

In addition to being a frequent 
and popular speaker on occasions 
such as Founder’s Day here at 
Northfield, Dr. McConaughy 
‘served the Northfield Schools in 
several official capacities, including 
the presidency of the Mt. Hermon 
Alumni Association. He was also 
a trustee of the Northfield Schools.

No. 5 in the Series 


Northfield’s first settlement of 
1673 came to an end in 1675. The 
second settlement was a very da- 
ring one with fully as much hard- 
ship as the first. It occurred from 
1685 to 1690, having insufficient 
numbers in residence to protect it- 
self and feet its military protect- 
ors. More was paid the Indians for 
the former land to satisfy them; 
more grants were bought. It was 
one of those praying Indians who 
helped the Indians in arranging the 


‘deed to territory which today in- 
cludes the Post Office district of 


East Northfield. (These deeds are 
still in town.) The Indians not be- 
ing able to write made their signs. 

This brings us to some of the 
Indian customs, which may not be 
so well known. Some of the grant- 
ors of these lands were squaws and 
daughters of prominent Indians. 
The Indian women had woman 
suffrage, for the equivalent of 
which white women waited until 
the end of the first World War. 
The squaw had control of ‘tribal 
lands and decided such matters as 
whether her son should be Chief, 
or go on the warpath, and whether 
outsiders, such as captives, should 
be adopted into the ‘tribe. The In- 
dian paid both women and children 
considerable respect. Morality 
ranked high among them. From 
Indian graves nearby it has been 
learned that some women have 


ho been buried in a sitting position, 
j {another mark of respect.

uncovered here. 

From Mrs. Rawlinson’s report 
we know that the natives ate fish, 
wild animals, berries, pumpkin,

For this reason parents are urged 
to have their school-age children 
immunized ageinst this discase. 
For best protection the immuniza- 
tion should be given when the child 
fs six or eight months old, with an 
added ‘booster shot’’ when he en- 
ters school. Confining a child to the 
school room where he comes into 
close contact with other children in- 
creases the hazard of contagious 
diseases, especially those like diph- 
theria that affect the lungs. Unless 
school children’ are protected 
against diphtheria, they also may 
carry it home to their younger 
brothers and sisters. 


Women ip the Soviet 
More than 25,000 Soviet women 
have scientific degrees. More than 
33,000 work in scientific laboratories 
or research institutes, according to 
Soviet reports, About, 100,000 Soviet 
women are physicians, 250,000 en- 
gineers and 760,000 teachers: Thirty 
years ago out of 2,300,000. women 
gainfully employed, 1,300,000 were 
domestic servants in urban locali- 
ties and 750,000 were farm laborers 
in the rural areas. There were 
scarcely any women engineers or 
scientists.. With more than half of 
the enrollment at institutions of 
higher learning consisting of wom- 
en, the number of women with a 

college education is growing. 


Placing the Thermostat 

The thermostat should be placed 
where it will maintain, as nearly 
as possible, the average tempera- 
ture of the house or space to be con- 
trolled. The best location is usually 
on an inside wall of the living room 
or dining room where there will be 
a free circulation of air over the 
instrument. It should not be exposed 
to hot or cold drafts, warm air regis- 
ters, radiators, fireplaces, lamps or 
direct rays of the sun. Nor should 
the thermostat be mounted on an 
outside wall or walls containing hot 
or cold water pipes or ducts or the 
chimney. The bottom of the thermo- 
stat should be located so that it is 
about four or five feet above the 
floor. 


Start of Noble Trade 

Although nursing in various forms 
has been traced by historians back 
to the days of primitive culture, the 
profession of nursing as we know it 
today had its beginnings with Flor- 
ence Nightingale in 1854. Aghast at 
the indescribably bad sanitary con- 
ditions existing in mijitary installa- 
tions, this gallant Englishwoman 
organized a group of 38 nurses to 
work with the wounded soldiers. 
Her work provided the basis for the 
modern organization of nursing and 
its subsequent rise to the status of a

Last week we had an unexpected 
tholiday because the snow was so 
(deep our school busses could not 
get thru. I have never seen such 
a deep snow in Greece before.

Canada Is Developing 


Big Tobacco Industry 
According to the first official esti- 
mate of production, 148,369,000 
pounds of tobacco will be harvested 
In Canada us season. This repre- 
sents an increase of approximately 
5,000,000 pounds over the record 
harvest last year of 141,384,000 
pounds. 

Flue-cured tobacco makes up the 
bulk of the crop and the current 
estimate sets production of this type 
for this year at 123,920,000 pounds. 
A total of 119,027,000 pounds of flue- 
cured tobacco was harvested last 
season. Production of burley tobac- 
co this season also shows an in- 
crease over last year. The crop is 
currently estimated at 14,175,000 
pounds compared with 12,058,006 
pounds in 1948. Dark tobacco crop 
will be 30,000 pounds greater than 
in 1946, being estimated at 2,496,000 
pounds. 

Cigar tobacco production, how- 
ever, is somewhat lighter this sea- 
son. The crop at present is esti- 
mated at 4,030,000 pounds, com- 
pared with 5,435,000 pounds-in 1946. 
Production of pipe tobacco also ig 
expected to be lighter this season at 
1,748,000 pounds. The 1944 harvest 
of this type amounted to 2,395,000
